When the rains come in the 
jearly part of winter and wash 
away the snow, it brings groans 
from snowmobilers and skiers. 
For rabbit hunters, though, it's 
ja thing of pure joy. 

That’s exactly what happened 
the first part of December in 
some parts of northern Michi- 
gan. Warm weather and rain 
combined to melt away the 
snows for at least a little while. 
Delighted hunters in snowshoe 
hare couniry promptly took ad- 
vantage of the situation. 

The snowshoe hare or varying 
hare is a turneoat type of rab- 
bit. During the spring, summer 
and fall months he wears a 
brownish fur that blends in very 
well with his surroundings. Come 
winter, however, and he changes 
——!jinto a nice white coat that pro-

Under these circumstances, 
you might think hunters would 
swarm into the swamps and 
wipe out the white rabbits. But, 
it doesn’t work out that way. 
More often than not, even with 
that protective camouflage miss- 
ing, the snowshoe hares are 
passed by without being noticed. 

Because of their cautious na- 
ture, these bunnies tend to sit 
back under a stump or near 
the edge of a brushpile instead 
of right out in the open. At such 
times it is necessary for a hunt- 
er to check on any small patch 
of white. In areas of white birch, 
which includes much of the 
north country, bits of white bark 
will be lying around to Jend a 
bit of unplanned camouflage to 
the white rabbits. 

At such times and in such 
places, it is very easy te walk 
right past a snowshoe hare that 
is hunched down in his form for 
the day. The hunter who knows 
what he is doing will walk along 
very slowly, looking for parts 
of a rabbit, rather than all of 
it. A white ear or foot or per- 
haps part of the back showing 
Jover the top of a smaii jog will 
be all that can be seen. Look 
close enough, though, and there 
will be enough to give him 
away. :

Once spotted, the rabbit can be 
approached close enough for a 
good shot. The same rules ap- 
ply, of course, to snowshae hares 
under snow conditions, except 
then you have to look much 
sharper to see them. 

Notwithstanding taies you 
might have heard, snowshoe 
hares do not need snow before 
they will begin to change color. 
Frost, which wilts foliage, is 
believed to be responsible for 
causing a chemical change in 
plants used by the rabbits for]* 
foad and it causes their fur to 
begin changing, too. 

Another theory has to do with 
light conditions which are short- 
er during the winter months. 
This, some scientists, believe, 
is what makes the snowshoe 
change from brown to white col- 
oration. 

Whatever the cause, many 
snowshoe hares are well on their 
way toward putting on winter 
coats before there is any snow 


on the ground. When snow is| _ 


delayed in coming or is washed 
away by warm weather and 
rains, as happened some places 
this year, nature just pulls a 
dirty trick on the big white bun- 
nies.

“HELLO, LITTLE ONE” WAS TITLE FOR this famed drawing 
of Santa, by ‘Thomus Nast from Husper’s Feckly. Nast, a noted 
19th century political carteonist, was the first to ilustrare Santa 
us a bearded, red-nosed jolly old man whose rotund figure was 
clothed in u fur-trimmed red suit, recording to researchers for 


Hallmark. 


Who gave Santa his red 
suit, broad girth, white beard, 
ruddy cheeks and nose, fur- 
trimmed hat and coat? 

Surprisingly enough, the 
donor was a political car- 
toonist. 

The artist's name was 
Thomas Nast, cartoonist for 
Harper’s Illustrated Weekly, 
who aisu created the now- 
famous symbols of the Re- 
publican elephant and the 
Democratic donkey. 

The figure of Santa that 
Nast drew in 1863, and per- 
haps earlier, has proved to be 
the definitive one, and even 
today the figure as drawn by 
Nast appears occasionally on 
Christmas greetings. 

“Nasi's image of Santa was 
extraordinary,” says Mrs. 
Jeannette Lee, director of 
design at Hallmark. 

“He gave Santa many of 
the qualities that have en- 
deared him to children ever 
since, and We wouldn’t dreain 
of tampering very much with 
them today.” 

Nast first credited Santa 
with keeping books on good 
and bad children, having a 
Christmas toy workshop and 
reading letters sent to him 
by children. 

Perhaps it was the now- 
famous poem, “A Visit from 
St. Nicholas,” by Dr, Clement 
Clarke Moore, that inspired 
Nast’s illustration of Santa. 
In this children’s classic of

"REAL ESTATE” 


1823, the right jolly old elf, 
who looked like a peddler 
with a pack on his back, was 
first described in prin. 

Nast followed Dr. Moore's 
description of Santa in sev- 
eral particulars, but many of 
his concepts were original. 

At the time of Nast’s Santa 
Claus drawings the nation 
Was at Civil War, and fam- 
ilies were separated. In a 
note to cheer both soldiers 
and their waiting families 
Nast drew “Santa Claus in 
Camp,” for Harper’s Weekly. 

This earliest Santa was 
different from any artist’s 
creations up till then. He was 
shown wearing stars and 
stripes of the Union and dis- 
tributing gifts to soldiers. 
ActuaHy, this Santa might 
have beer meant as @ repre- 
sentation of Uncle Sam also. 

A later, equally . moving 
Nast illustration featured, a 
soldier's Christmas home- 
coming. 

Born in 1840 in the tiny 
hamlet of Landau, Bavaria, 
Nast probably pictured Santa 
as the long-imagined Saint 
Nicholas of his childhood. 

Albert Bigelow Paine, 2 
friend and admirer of Nast, 
said the artist often revealed 
te him his love of the Santa 
illustrations, He later wrote 
in his biography of the car- 
toonist: 

“His own childhood in far- 
off Bavaria has been meas- 
ured by the yearly visits of 
... St. Micholas ... and the 
girlhood of the woman who 
was to become his wife 
(Sarah Edwards of New York) 
was intimately associated 
with brilliant and joyous 
celebrations. 

“Nast’s children later re- 
called there was always a 
multitude of paper dolls — 
marvelously big and elabo- 
rate, a race long since be- 
come extinct. 

“And these the artistic 
father —— more than haif 4 
child himself at the Christ- 
mas season — arranged in 
processions and cavalcades, 
gay pageants that marched 
in and about those larger 
presents that could not be 
crowded into the row of 
stockings thal, hung by the 
family fireplace. 

“It was a time of splendor 
and rejoicing — the festive 
blossoming of the winter sea- 
son — and it was a beautiful 
and sturdy family that made 
Merry Christmas riot in the 
spacious New York home.” 

In Nast’s day, the idea of 
some sort of Santa was not 
new to this country. He was 
introduced to North America 
by the early Dutch settlers 
and his name was St, Nicho- 
jas. The annual visit of this 
kind man, who was thought 
to have been a fourth-cen- 
tury bishop, was his feast 
day, December 6th.

The resulting squeeze can mean only one 
thing—more taxes for 1971-72. 


The governor, and the supreme court justices, 
and the legislators all will receive pay hikes, 
ranging up to $7,000 a year for the justices. There 


‘is’ the slight ‘technicality that the legislature in 


1971 has a chance to veto these pay hikes, but 
don’t bet on anything happening beyond a 
publicity skirmish or two. 

The percentages are vast for some of these 


elected official pay increases—20 per-cent for the - 


supreme court, for example. But wrapped all 
together, the total amount of money invoived is 
but a drop in the bucket in the overall state 
budget. 


The pay increase recently approved by the State 
Civil Service Commission for Michigan’s 47,000 
civil service employees is quite another thing. This 
package runs over $40 million for the state’s 
workers—which makes a bigger splash than the 
above-mentioned drop in the bucket. 


Probably the most costly aspect of the civil 
service pay hike, however, will be felt in the 
ripples it creates. The $40 million package 
affecting the 47,000 classified workers doesn’t

stop there. unfortunately for the taxpayer. ‘The 
ripples reach far. 

For exampie, the 8.1 per cent average increase 
for state workers becomes the base for all local 
units of goverment in dealing with theiz 
employees for the coming year. If the state pays 
that much, why not local government? 


And it also becomes the base increase for the 
thousands of employees in Michigan’s vast college 
and university network, with the state picking-up 
the tab. 2 

Local school districts, too, will start from the 
8.1 per cent as a point upon which to improve in 
local teacher negotiations. Most districts, we 
would guess, will seek to improve on'the 8.1 stafe 
figure. 

And so it goes. 


For the first time in more than a decade, Gov. 
Milliken is talking in veiled terms about the level 
of business taxes, and how any business tax hikes, 
will lead to business fleeing the state and drying up 
the tax-producing job market in Michigan. Shades 
of ine G. Mennen Williams era are being hinted 
again.

A 30-story headquarters 
building burns lights all 
night, saves money, and helps 
ecology in Portland, Ore. 

The lights maintain the 
heat level in the building of 
Georgia-Pacific, largely with- 
out help from any other 
energy source. This highly 
efficient energy conservation 
system during the day re- 
claims heat generated by 
human bodies, office equip- 
ment and solar heat from out- 
side the building. At night, 
when fresh air requirements 
diminish the heat, the 


lighting system maintains re-" 


quired heating levela in the 
building. 

There is sufficient heat 
from the internal sources to 
handle the entire heating re- 
quirements in the building 
until the outside temperature 
falls into the 30 to 40 degree 
Fj range.
